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Firenze era originariamente situata sulla sola 
sponda destra dell’Arno, ma ad un’epoca remota 
nel medio evo si estese pure sulla sponda sinistra. 
II Ponte Santa Trinitd venne costruito nel 
1252, rifatto nel 1567 da Bartolomeo Ammanati 
e ristaurato ed allargato nel 1867. E abbellito 
con statue allegoriche raffiguranti le stagioni. 
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Florence was originally situated on the right 
bank of the Arno only, but it extended at an early 
period in the middle ages to the opposite bank. 
The Ponte Sta. Trinita was erected in 1252 and 
rebuilt in 1567 by Bartolomeo Ammanati, restored 
\and widened in 1867. It is adorned with alle¬ 
gorical statues of the seasons. 
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
